LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  9  states  as  follows: 

"The  imminence  of  the  official  cotton  crop  estimate,  announced  yesterday, 
and  the  general  expectation  that  it  might  affect  future  market  levels  to 
some  extent  made  staple  cotton  markets  slow  during  the  past  week,  since 
many  mill  men  preferred  to  wait  until  after  the  report  before  covering 
forward  needs  for  raw  material.

"Middling  and  strict  low  middling  were  the  grades  most  often  called  for 
in  extra  staple  markets,  there  being  a  good  demand  for  low  to  strict  low 
middling  cotton  having  bright  middling  color,  but  some  asked  virtually 
as  much  for  this  cotton  as  for  middling.     Strict  middling  cotton  is  so 
seldom  called  for  here  that  most  local  cotton  offices  have  only  nominal 
prices  on  this  grade,  -x-x-;:- 

"Some  interest  is  reported  in  Pima  cotton,  but  sales  have  not  been  large, 
and  prices  hold  very  firm. 

"Current  quotations  on  cotton  classed  on  government  standards  are  given 
herewith  based  on  March  futures  and  on  reasonably  prompt  shipment  cotton, 
for  strict  low  middling,  for  middling  and  for  strict  middling,  respectively: 


Inch  and  l/8th  -  280  to  295 J  490  to  510;  585  to  600. 
Inch  and  3/l6ths  -  535  to  56O;  900  to  950;  1,050  to  1,100. 
Inch  and  l/4th  -  825  to  900;  1,200  to  1,250;  1,325  to  1,375."

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  November  23  states  as  follows: 

"Dealings  in  extra  staple  cotton  were  confined  to  very  small  quantities 
during  the  past  week  and  much  of  it  was  for  spot  or  nearby  delivery  or 
for  shipment  before  the  close  of  the  year.    Demand  was  light  in  virtually 
all  the  chief  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  and  quotations  re- 
mained the  same  or  with  only  very  minor  changes  throughout  the  list. 

"More  attention  is  being  centered  in  New  England  on  the  south  Texas 
staple  cottons  and  on  the  extra  long  staple  types  known  as  S  X  P  which 
are  coming  in  to  replace  Pima  and  Egyptian  Sakel  for  very  fine  work. 
One  New  Bedford  cotton  merchant  who  visited  the  south  Texas  staple  cotton 
section  around  El  Paso  found  a  former  New  Bedford  man,  Harold  G.  Connolly, 
occupying  a  very  prominent  place  in  the  cotton  picture  in  that  region.

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MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES'  OF  AMERI  CAN-EGYPT  I  AN 
AND  IMPORTED  EGYPTIAN  COTTONS  FOR  OCTOBER,  1941 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
cotton  during  the  month  of  October  as  3,174  bales  of  500  pounds  gross 
weight,  compared  with  2,430  bales  in  September  and  2,754  bales  in  August*. 
The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported  as  having 
been  6,890  bales  in  October,  compared  with  5,880  bales  in  September  and 
5,647  bales  in  August. 

EGYPT  -  EXPORT  PROHIBITIONS 

"Cotton11  of  Manchester,  England,  issue  of  September  27,  194-1,  contains 
the  following: 

The  Egyptian  "Journal  Officiel"  of  14th  July  contains  a  decree 
dated  6th  July,  1941,  which  adds  cotton  yarns  to  the  list  of  pro- 
hibited exports.
